Calif. Fires Rage Unabated 


Nearly 1 million people displaced by fast-spreading blazes 


SAN DIEGO I Faced with unrelenting winds 
whipping wildfires into a frenzy across 
Southern California, firefighters all but 
conceded defeat Tuesday to an unstoppa- 
ble force that has already chased nearly a 
million people away. 

Unless the shrieking Santa Ana winds sub- 
side, and that’s not expected for at least another 
day, fire crews say they can do little more than 
try to wait it out and react — tamping out spot 
fires and chasing ribbons of airborne embers 
to keep new fires from flaring. 


“If it’s this big and blowing with as much 
wind as it’s got, it’ll go all the way to the 
ocean before it stops,” said San Diego Fire 
Capt. Kirk Humphries. “We can save some 
stuff, but we can’t stop it.” 

Tentacles of unpredictable, shifting 
flame have burned across nearly 600 square 
miles, killing two people, destroying more 
than 1,300 homes and prompting one of 
the largest evacuation in California histo- 


ry — affecting 350,000 houses and nearly 
950,000 people, based on average house- 
hold size. More than 40 people have been 
injured, including 16 firefighters. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger said the 
flames were threatening 68,000 more 
homes. 

“We have had an unfortunate situation 
that we’ve had three things come together: 
very dry areas, very hot weather and then a lot 
of wind,” Schwarzenegger said. “And so this 
makes the perfect storm for a fire.” (ap)

President Bush declared a federal 
emergency Tuesday for seven Cal- 
ifornia counties engulfed by wild- 
fires, a move that will speed disas- 
ter-relief efforts, White House press 
secretary Dana Perino said. 

“All of us across this nation are 
concerned for the families who 
have lost their homes and the many 
families who have been evacuated 
from their homes,” Bush said. “We 
send the help of the federal gov- 
ernment.”

miles, and forecasts call for hot- 
ter temperatures and high winds 
that most expect to dramatically 
increase the destruction. 

“Lifesaving is our priority. Get- 
ting people out from in front of 
the fire — those have been our 
priorities,” said Capt. Don Camp, 
a spokesman for the California 
Department of Forestry and Fire 
Protection. 

Thousands of residents sought 
shelter at fairgrounds, schools and 
community centers. The largest 
gathering was at Qualcomm Sta- 
dium in San Diego, where up to 
10,000 evacuees anxiously watched 
the stadium’s television sets, hoping 
for a glimpse of their neighborhood 
on the local news. 

San Diego Mayor Jerry Sanders 
pleaded for donations of blankets, 
cots, pillows and food for the people 
stayingthere. Officials said more peo- 
ple were expected to arrive Tuesday.

Air Delays May Draw Fines 


Government officials 
consider penalties for 
chronically late flights 

WASHINGTON I Airlines that oper- 
ate chronically delayed flights could 
face stiff fines in the coming weeks 
as the government concludes a six- 
month investigation into potentially 
deceptive business practices. 

The Transportation Depart- 
ment in May began investigating 
flights that are at least 15 minutes 
late more than 70 percent of the 
time and so far has identified 26 
that meet those criteria, an agency 
spokesman said Tuesday. 


If any of those 26 flights also was 
delayed in the most recent quar- 
terbeing reviewed, the responsible 
airlines will face “significant finan- 
cial penalties,” agency spokesman 
Brian Turmail said. Results of the 
investigation are expected within 
weeks. 

The commercial airlines trade 
group criticized the government’s 
possible penalties. 

“We’re disappointed that they’re 
taking this course of action given 
the effort by [the] industry to sig- 
nificantly reduce delays,” said David 
Castelveter, spokesman for the Air 
Transport Association. 

The Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration handles roughly 85,000 
flights per day, a number predict- 
ed to reach more than 111,000 by 
2020. 

But delays this summer reached 
record levels. The Transportation 
Department earlier this month said 
more than 25 percent of domestic 
flights arrived late between Janu- 
ary and August — easily the indus- 
try’s worst performance since com- 
parable data began being collected 
in 1995. 

In August alone, 23 flights were 
late at least 90 percent of the time, 
and more than 100 flights were late 
at least 80 percent of the time.

Turkey: ‘We Cannot Wait Forever’ 



Government launches 
diplomatic offensive to 
force U.S., Iraq to act 

ISTANBUL, turkey I Turkey delivered 
a tough message to Iraq and West- 
ern allies Tuesday: A cross-border 
attack on Kurd guerrilla bases is 
coming unless the U.S.-backed gov- 
ernment in the Iraqi north cracks 
down soon. 

“We cannot wait forever,” Turkish 
Prime Minister Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
warned during a visit to London. 

As Erdogan’s government 
launched the diplomatic offensive 
in hopes of avoiding a conflict that 
could damage its ties with the West 
as well as Arab states, the looming 
possibility of a Turkish military drive 
into one of Iraq’s few peaceful regions 
appeared to be having an impact. 

Washington issued its most direct 
demand yet for anti-rebel measures 
from Iraqi Kurds who hold effective 
autonomy over territory where the 
Turkish Kurd rebels have camps, and 
Iraq’s prime minister ordered the 


closure of all of the guerrilla move- 
ment’s offices in Iraq. 

Turks have grown skeptical of 
repeated pledges from the U.S. and 
Iraq to tackle the rebel Kurdistan 
Workers’ Party, the PKK, so Erdo- 
gan went to London and his Cabinet 


ministers spread across the Middle 
East seeking to turn up the heat on 
the Americans and Iraqis to act. 

Public anger in Turkey was 
already high over a surge in rebel 
attacks in recent weeks, and 
the uproar rose after a guerrilla 


ambush Sunday killed 12 soldiers 
and left eight more missing. The 
PKK claimed it captured the eight 
soldiers, and a Kurdish Web site 
posted photographs Tuesday of 
what it said were the hostages.

Israel Debates Rabin Shooter’s Fate

Some urge assassins 
freedom on the 12th 
anniversary of killing 

JERUSALEMIAs Israel marked the 
12th anniversary of the assassina- 
tion of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin on Tuesday, his killer is at 
the center of an emotional debate. 
Should Yigal Amir be allowed to 
attend the circumcision of his son — 
or even be pardoned altogether? 

The assassin was once reviled 
by all but the most extreme Israelis, 
but sympathy for him cast a shadow 
over the ceremonies and services for 
Rabin that began Tuesday evening, 
the anniversary of the slaying accord- 
ing to the Hebrew calendar. 

Amir, an Orthodox Jew, shot 
Rabin after a peace rally on Nov. 
4, 1995, to protest the prime min- 


ister’s policy of trading West Bank 
land for peace with the Palestinians. 
He was sentenced to life in prison 


and has been held in isolation. 

Over the past year, however, Amir 
has been permitted conjugal visits 


with his wife, Larissa Trimbobler, 
whom he married by proxy while 
in prison. She is due to give birth 
to a boy any day. 
That news has 
coincided with 
a campaign by 
Israeli extrem- 
ists and Amir’s 
family to secure 
Amir his release from 

prison. Stickers, 
posters and 150,000 copies of a video 
featuring his mother, wife and sup- 
porters vowing to free him by next 
spring have been circulated. 

President Shimon Peres, who was 
Rabin’s foreign minister and was a 
few steps away when the leader was 
gunned down, rejected calls for clem- 
ency for Amir. “God will not pardon 
him. Man will not forgive him,” Peres 
said Tuesday, aron heller (ap)

Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto 
said Tuesday she had received a 
new death threat but will start 
campaigning in Pakistani cities 
in the next couple days, avoiding 
mass rallies. 

Five days after the suicide 
bombing that killed at least 
136 at her homecoming proces- 
sion in Karachi, Bhutto said her 
lawyer received a letter from an 
unidentified “friend of al- Qaeda” 
threatening to slaughter her “like 
a goat.” 

Bhutto said the letter was 
addressed to her lawyer, Farooq 
Naik, and had been left for him at 
the Supreme Court in Islamabad. 
She said Naik was alerting the chief

O’Malley Outlines 
Possible Md. Cuts 


Governor paints grim 
picture of state should 
budget plan fail to pass 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Gov. Martin 
O’Malley painted a picture of fis- 
cal agony on Tuesday if his budget 
plan fails to pass in a special ses- 
sion. It was an ugly Maryland land- 
scape the governor drew, with poor 
people unable to get health care, 
neglected foster children and closed 
police barracks. 

The governor, who is pushing 
for a broad tax package to quick- 
ly fill a $1.7 billion hole and find 
$400 million for transportation 
projects, outlined a potential 
“Cost of Delay” budget nightmare 
that would include an $866 million 


slash in funds to local governments 
and $800 million in state cuts. 

“There is a price to doing noth- 
ing,” O’Malley said, raising his 
voice at times for emphasis dur- 
ing a news conferenceoutside the 
Statehouse. The cuts would be need- 
ed in the budget 
that O’Malley is 
required to sub- 
mit in January, if 
the revenue pack- 
age fails entirely 
in November’s 
special session. 
While 
O’Malley said he felt obligated to 
warn about what could happen if 
his plan fails, he expressed confi- 
dence that it was gaining ground.

Paulson: Congress 
Must Act on AMT 


Law could increase 
taxes, disrupt refunds 
for 50 million people 

Unless Congress acts soon to pre- 
vent a special “millionaires” tax from 
hitting middle -income families, as 
many as 50 million taxpayers, or 
37 percent of the total, will face an 
unexpected tax increase, a delay in 
receiving refunds or a delay in having 
their tax returns processed. 

In a letter to lawmakers Tues- 
day, Treasury Secretary Henry M. 
Paulson Jr. warned that Congress 
should move quickly to fix the 
so-called alternative minimum 
tax (AMT) or face serious conse- 
quences. Unless Congress acts, he 
said, “25 million taxpayers will pay 
on average an additional $2,000 in 
federal income tax,” and for about 


21 million of them, that increase 
would be unexpected. 

What’s more, he said, unless the 
change is enacted by mid-Novem- 
ber, “as many as 25 million addi- 
tional taxpayers could face delays in 
processing of their returns and pay- 
ment of their refunds.” The reason, 
he said, is that the AMT law dictates 
how much and in what order taxpay- 
ers can claim a variety of deductions 
and credits. Without that guidance 
soon, delays for non -AMT taxpay- 
ers might occur. 

“Based on historical filing pat- 
terns, we estimate that enactment 
of a patch in mid- to late -Decem- 
ber could delay issuance of approxi- 
mately $75 billion in refunds to tax- 
payers who are likely to file their 
returns before March 31, 2008,”

Wal-Mart Plans to Limit Spending 


Wal-Mart Stores Inc. will cutback 
on spending to build new stores 
and tighten cost controls as sales 
growth slows over the next three 
years, Chief Financial Officer Tom 
Schoewe told investors and analysts 
at a conference Tuesday. 

Schoewe trimmed plans for capi- 
tal expenditures for the second time 
this year, to about $15 billion from a 
June forecast of $15.5 billion. 


Analysts welcomed the move 
to focus on keeping more of the 
cash Wal-Mart generates rather 
than spending furiously on new 
stores. Increased free cash flow, 
or the money left after a company 
pays its expenses including capital 
expenditures, could make Wal-Mart 
shares more attractive by funding

N F L I It’s not surprising the New York 
Giants have won five straight games 
and are heading to the NFL’s inter- 
national showcase in London as one 
of the league’s hottest teams. 

During each of the past three 
seasons, quick starts have been 
the norm for coach Tom Cough- 
lin’s team. 

The question is whether this 
team will fold down the stretch. 

If things go right Sunday at 
Wembley Stadium and the Giants 
keep the Miami Dolphins winless in 
the first NFL regular season game 
to be played overseas, New York will 
be 6-2 heading into its bye.

B00TCAMPSI Four years ago, long- 
time skier Craig Foley could make 
his way down some advanced black 
diamond ski runs, but he struggled 
in powder. Then he heard about 
Vail Mountain’s MasterCamps, 
an intense 15 -day program aimed 
at turning intermediate skiers into 
experts — fast. 

The three-week boot camps 
improved his skills and confi- 
dence enough that even his kids 
have noticed, the 63-year-old 
retiree said. 

“They’re pretty impressed that 
an old guy has gotten better,” said 
Foley. “I’m not going to be an 
Olympic skier, but I’m absolutely 


convinced I can ski any part of the 
mountain under any conditions, 
under control.” 

That’s exactly the point, said pro- 
gram manager Carol Levine. 

The MasterCamps adult pro- 
grams are designed to excite those 
who maybe on the brink of quitting 
the sport out of frustration, bore- 
dom or achy knees. 

Instructors hit the fundamen- 
tals hard — meaning students some- 
times spend hours indoors in front 
of mirrors to perfect slight move- 
ments, analyze videos of their own 
skiing, and plot how to carve on the 
bunny hill. 

“The better they ski, the longer 
they’ll stay in the sport,” Levine said. 
“That is hugely important to the ski 
industry. How do we get people into 
the sport so they discover how won- 
derful it is?” CATHERINE TSAI (AP)

Great Mexico 
City Escapes 


Some fabulous hikes 
lie a short distance 
outside the capital 

DESTINATIONS I Perhaps better 
known for impossible traffic, kid- 
nappings and some of the world’s 
worst air, Mexico’s sprawling capi- 
tal of 20 million seems like the last 
place you would go for natural splen- 
dor and pristine wilderness. 

But with snow-capped volcanos, 
alpine meadows, deep pine woods 
and tropical forests all within two 
hours, the city has enough base 
camp potential to make a Yellow- 
stone park ranger blush. 

An hour south of the city, the 
relatively small mountain of Tepoz- 
teco is a piece of cake to find: Take 
a bus to the village of Tepoztlan and 
walk straight down the main street 
until it turns into a trail and begins 
snaking up the mountainside. 

At its summit, Tepozteco is 
slightly lower in elevation than 
Mexico City; it would require lit- 
tle or no acclimatization if not for 
its surprising steepness. The rocky 
trail ascends an abrupt 1,200 feet 
in less than a mile. Tall rock spires 
covered in vegetation jut dramati- 
cally up from the slopes. 

Mexico’s fourth-highest moun- 
tain, the Nevado de Toluca, is a 
massive, extinct volcano that 
looms tall and lonesome over the 
valley below. It is Mexico’s most

accessible major peak, with a dirt 
road that winds up its slopes, 
above the treeline and right into 
its gaping caldera at about 13,800 
feet above sea level. 

Other good hiking options 
include Desierto de los Leones 
National Park, which is tucked 
away in the mountainous west- 
ern corner of Mexico City’s Feder- 
al District, and Paso de Cortes, a 
high mountain pass where Span- 
ish conqueror Hernan Cortes first 
laid eyes on the Valley of Mexico. 
The pass is 12,000 feet above sea 
level, and you are sure to feel the 
altitude, paul kiernan (ap)

Out of the Garage 



Working solo and in 
a duo, Holly Golightly 
has changed her tune 

GROWTH I “I don’t think we’ve had 
an awful show, though we’ve had 
some unusual shows — have you 
ever been to Omaha?” British sing- 
er-songwriter Holly Golightly asked 
ironically. 

Golightly and bandmate Law- 
yer Dave, of the Brokeoffs, have 
spent the past month and a half 
touring the United States, playing 
towns many bands avoid (Golightly 
added Fargo, N.D., to the rank of 
Omaha, Neb.). 

The duo is touring in support of 
its album “You Can’t Buy a Gun if 
You’re Crying,” a simple two -per- 
son affair that features bluesy, folk- 
inspired tunes with wry lyrics and 
a bit of humor. 

Though Golightly first made 
her name with the Billy Childish 
spinoff Thee Headcoatees, an all- 
girl garage band, Golightly ’s solo 
work and her collaboration with 
Dave take on a different spin. 

“[Earlier fans] most like- 
ly wouldn’t be that interested in 
the stuff I’ve done since I was in 
that band,” she said. “It’s not pure- 
ly garage music — it isn’t purely 
anything, really.” 

Naturally, the transition from 


a garage band to a folk duo would 
present some changes at a live per- 
formance. But the twosome takes 
everything a step further as Dave 


takes on simultaneous vocal, gui- 
tar and drum duties. 

“The record we did was just the 
two of us, and he just came up with 


this idea,” Golightly said. Bring- 
ing along an additional musician 
to ease the demands “would be an 
extra person, and we didn’t see the 
point of it. We wanted to do it just 
the two of us. It’s one extra mouth 
to feed, one extra person to get up 
in the morning.” 

To pull off his triple duty, Dave 
had to do some tinkering. He came 
up with a contraption that allows 
him to play drums with just his feet, 
leaving the upper body for the gui- 
tar and singing.

Speedcubers turn 
a classic puzzle into 
serious competition 

Matt Cline wasn’t even born when 
the Rubik’s Cube hit the market 
in 1980 and became a worldwide 
fad. But the multicolor toy is the 
20 -year- old’s constant companion, 
giving him a way to pass the time 
or compete with his friends. 

“If I’m on an airplane and doing 
it, I almost always have somebody 
next to me ask about it,” said Cline, a 


student at Brown University whose 
best time is 53 seconds. “From one 
side, it’s this completely mystical, 
genius thing. Once you figure it 
out, it’s totally uncovered.” 

Cline and other 20 -somethings 
and teens are fueling a 21st-centu- 
ry revival of the puzzle that flum- 
moxed 1980s gamers, making it a 
top-selling toy. More serious fans, 
called “speedcubers,” are obsessed 
with solving the puzzle at lightning 
speed and travel around the world 
to compete. 

The classic 3-by-3 cube consists 
of nine colored squares on each of 
its six sides. It was invented by Erno 
Rubik, a college lecturer in Buda- 
pest, Hungary. For most people, the

trick is to figure out how to get all 
the sides the same color. 

For speedcubers, that’s only the 


first step in a much more difficult 
challenge. They aim to break certain 
benchmarks — solving the puzzle in 


1 minute, 30 seconds, 20 seconds, 
15 seconds. 

But elite cubers like to mix 
things up, solving the puzzle one- 
handed (record: 15.81 seconds) or 
even blindfolded (54.83 seconds, 
including memorization time). 

The puzzle’s resurgence started 
after cubers set up international 
rules for competitions several years 
ago. Clubs sprung up at schools, peo- 
ple posted videos of themselves cub- 
ing on YouTube and cubers began 
swapping secrets online. 

Hasbro Inc., one of three compa- 
nies licensed to sell Rubik’s Cubes 
in the U.S., has seen sales triple 
since 2002, with a huge spike last 
Christmas, said Matt Collins, vice 
president of marketing for Hasbro 
Games. He attributes the increase 
to ’80s retro chic, young men who 
like to compete and a demand for 
“brain training” games that keep 
the mind sharp. 

“It is one of the No. 1 games, peri- 
od, in the marketplace,” Collins said. 
“It’s caught some of our retailers by 
surprise.” michelle r. smith (ap)

Haunted houses are 
turning up the horror 
for a fickle audience 

He’s not afraid of working in bloody 
environments, but Dwayne San- 
burn can get squeamish when he 
thinks about the expectations he 
faces. 

A nurse turned haunted house 
operator, Sanburn and others in the 
business of scaring people face a 
public that seems to want some- 
thing bolder each year, all for a 
season that typically lasts only a 
month or so. 

But keeping up with the Fran- 
kensteins isn’t easy or cheap. Bed- 
sheets cut to look like ghosts and 
stock sounds of creaking doors and 
heavy footsteps no longer suffice, 
big time haunters say. 

“I see more of a demand from 
people to see a better show every 
year,” said Sanburn, owner of the 
13th Gate Haunted House in Baton 


Rouge, La. Sanburn, 39, credits the 
entertainment industry — every- 
thing from movies to theme parks 
— with creating a more demand- 


ing public. 

“With the large haunted hous- 
es, it’s not just for kids anymore,” 
Sanburn said. “Ten years ago,

all we had were teenagers that 
would come to the haunted house 
because they wanted to get scared 
and have a guy with a chain saw 
chase them.” 

His 40,000 -square-foot facility, 
open from late September to early 
November, has 13 themed indoor 
and outdoor areas and on a recent 
Saturday drew a record 5,000 
people. While he charges $15 per 
head, he spent $260,000 renovat- 
ing before the season. Like many 
haunted house operators, San- 
burn said by the time he recoups 
his costs he makes a profit only in 
the final days. 

“You work all year, all year 



around for those last few nights,” 
he said. 

The numbers involved in run- 
ning such an operation can be 
downright scary. Sanburn relies 
on a staff of about 120 people 
as well as hundreds of diamond- 
back water snakes, a 7-foot-long 
boa constrictor named Esmerelda, 
an ample cast of rats and enough 
Madagascar hissing cockroaches to 
partially cover several apparently 
unflappable employees. 

Larry Kirchner, owner of 
the Darkness and Creepy World 
attractions in St. Louis, spent about 
$175,000 renovating ahead of this 
season to add such amenities as a 
cave complete with two waterfalls, 
a bamboo bridge and a forbidding 
Incan temple. 

“The customers these days expect 
what they’ve come to expect from 
anything in America anymore. 
You’ve got to think over the top,” 
said Kirchner. 

Many haunted houses have 
adopted themes that change each 
season to give regular haunted house 
goers something new and to broaden 
their appeal to first-timers. 

“Now you see original story 
lines, original themes. Nobody 
has Frankenstein because people 
would say that’s too cheesy,” said 
Kirchner, who is president of the 
Haunted House Association, a 
trade group, tim paradis (ap)

California Fires 

ERIC BOLDT, warning coordination 
meteorologist atthe National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration, 
was online Tuesday to discuss the 
wildfires in California. 

This has been called the “perfect 
firestorm.” Why? 

I’m not exactly sure how it got 
that phrase, but here may be 
the explanation. We’ve been well 
aware of how dry things are and 
were expecting a rough Santa Ana 
season. This particular wind event 
(first of the season) turned out to 


be very strong, long-lasting and 
widespread. Fires broke out on 
the first day of the Santa Ana. 

How did the Santa Ana winds derive 
their moniker? Also, how did they 
earn the nickname “devil wind”? 

The Santa Ana Mountains were 
noted for these strong, hot winds 
and the name stuck from many 
years ago. The “devil wind” you are 
referring to is likely from the hot 
temperatures, gust winds and fires 
that come with the Santa Ana. 

What’s the weather forecast now? 
Any rain in sight? 

Humidity will increase and tem- 
peratures will cool late Thursday 
and Friday. We are watching a low 


pressure system dropping down the 
coast late this weekend. Right now, 
it looks like it will remain too far off 
the coast to give us rain. However, 
these systems can sometimes pick 
up moisture from the Pacific and 
give us rain a few days later.

picked it up and moved it to Cleve- 
land Park, would be, at a minimum, 
$300,000 to $400,000 more.” 

“Very green, very leafy” streets 
give minutes-from-downtown Pet- 
worth a suburban feel, Nejaime 
says. And since this ’hood — which 
gets its name from a 19th-century 
horse farm once located here — is 
in the midst of a face-lift by District 
and private developers, the zone is 
gaining an assortment of condos, 
apartments and mixed-use build- 
ings. That’s making it more attrac- 
tive to residents new and old. 

Petworth’s not the only rede- 
veloping local community with 
good deals and housing options 
for home-buyers. Many neigh- 
borhoods in and around D.C. 
are gaining new or renovated 
residential spaces. In their con- 
struction-filled states, these 
locales don’t always look luxurious, 
but they offer many more afford- 
able choices for a first home than, 
say, north Arlington or Bethesda. 
Like Petworth, south Arlington’s 
Columbia Pike and Merrifield 
Town Center, and Hyattsville, 
Md.’s Arts District all have prime 
real estate at reasonable -for-the - 
area prices. Here’s what you need 
to know before you buy. 

PETWORTH 

This Northwest D.C. neighbor- 
hood’s increasing residential and 
retail projects are sparking renewed 
interest among home-buyers. Multi- 
story loft and condo buildings are 
being built within walking dis- 
tance of the Georgia Avenue -Pet- 
worth Metro station, making the 
area much more enticing for young 
professionals. 

The Park Place development, 
currently under construction across 
the street from the Metro, will be a 
convenient place to live, with 156 
housing units, ground-level shops 
and underground parking. Many of 
the single -family homes and town- 
houses along Petworth’s streets have 
also been redeveloped. Petworth 
provides “all the benefits of living 
in the city without having the noise, 
the traffic and everything right at 
your doorstep,” says Nejaime. 

Elizabeth Pringle, an education- 
al director at public broadcast net- 
work MHZ, who last year bought 
her first home in Petworth — a 700 - 
square foot co-op — agrees. “Here, 


it’s quieter,” she says. “It gives you 
just a tiny bit of isolation from the 
main thoroughfares.” 

■4 LAY OF THE LAND: Petworth lies 
north of Columbia Heights and 
south of the 16th Street Heights 
and Brightwood neighborhoods. 
Rock Creek Park and Crestwood 
are to the west. 

WHAT IT COSTS: Many condo- 
minium units are priced between 
$200,000 and $400,000; many 
townhouses are priced between 
$300,000 and $600,000; many sin- 
gle-family houses are priced between 
$500,000 and $800,000. 

-4 GETTING AROUND: The Georgia 
Avenue -Petworth Metro (Green 
and Yellow lines), at Georgia and 
New Hampshire avenues NW, is 
a hub for transportation into and 
out of downtown. Also, a number 
of Metrobuses run along Georgia 
Avenue, between Takoma, Shaw and 
other parts of the District. 

•4 THINGS TO DO: Small businesses 
dot Georgia Avenue and the area 
surrounding the Metro. The Pro- 
hibition-themed Temperance Hall 
tavern (3634 Georgia Ave. NW; 


202-722-7669), which opened 
last year, serves dinner and Sunday 
brunch. Its drink menu includes a 
large selection of rye whiskeys, the 
Prohibition -era libation of choice. 
W Domku Bar & Cafe (821 Upshur 
St. NW; 202-722-7475), another 
relatively new Petworth joint, spe- 
cializes in Scandinavian/Slavic 
cuisine. The Sweet Mango Cafe 
(3701 New Hampshire Ave. NW; 
202-726-2646), dishes out Jamai- 
can specialties. 

And Rock Creek Cemetery 
(Rock Creek Church Road and 
Webster St. NW) amounts to a 
neighborhood treasure. Dating 
back to 1719, it’s the atmospheric 
final resting place of Washington 
notables like writer Henry Adams 
and his wife, Marian (Clover), who 
are buried underneath a moving, 
vaguely spooky sculpture of a hood- 
ed figure by Augustus Saint- Gaud- 
ens. Visiting the graveyard is “fabu- 
lous,” says Pringle. “It’s a place I’ll 
bring people from different parts 
of the city or out of town. There’s 
just amazing statuary. You really 
get a sense of the city.” 

COLUMBIA PIKE 

Tall construction cranes currently 
mark the future site of the eight- 


story, 269 -unit Halstead mixed- 
use condominium building on 
the corner of Columbia Pike and 
South Walter Reed Drive in south 
Arlington. And that’s just one of 
the area’s mammoth new resi- 
dential projects currently going 
up. With hard-won guidelines 
for developers (a legal document 
called the Form Based Code), 
this stretch of Columbia Pike 
long dominated by strip malls is 
finally undergoing change. 

Residents like Pamela Holcomb, 
48, see the Pike gaining appeal 
for buyers who want affordable 
housing and a quick commute to 
Washington. “I think it’s very likely 
that [revitalization] could and will 
attract the younger professional [s],” 
says Holcomb, a Pike resident for 
16 years and full-time managing 
director of the nonprofit Columbia 
Pike Revitalization Organization, 
which supports the area’s rehab 
efforts. She thinks the area “could 
be just like Clarendon and Penta- 
gon Row, with places where people 
can do their shopping, interesting 
places where they can eat . . . sort of 
like your Main Street.” 

■4 LAY OF THE LAND: There are more 
than three miles of Columbia Pike 


in Virginia’s Arlington County: the 
Pike extends from Washington’s 
14th Street Bridge to Fairfax. 

■4 WHAT IT COSTS: Many condos 
are listed between $200,000 and 
$400,000; many single-fam- 
ily homes and townhouses are 
priced between $400,000 and 
$ 600 , 000 . 

GETTING AROUND: Metro and 
Arlington Transit operate Pike 
Ride buses, with regular service to 
neighborhoods like Pentagon City, 
Ballston and Clarendon. Metro, 
state and county officials have spent 
years planning an environmental- 
ly friendly streetcar system along 
the Pike between Pentagon City and 
Baileys Crossroads. The cars could 
be in use as soon as 2012, accord- 
ing to some estimates. 

THINGS TO DO: The area abounds 
with culinary diversity. Bob & 
Edith’s Diner (2310 Columbia 
Pike; 703-920-6103 and 4707 
Columbia Pike; 703-920-4700) 
has two locations along the Pike. 
Also on Columbia Pike: Bang- 
kok 54 (2919 Columbia Pike; 
703-521-4207), Matuba Japa- 
nese Restaurant (2915 Colum- 
bia Pike; 703-521-2881) and the 
new Meaza Ethiopian Cuisine & 
Cafe (5700 Columbia Pike; 703- 
820 - 2870 ). 

A longtime neighborhood 
draw, the Arlington Cinema ’N’ 
Drafthouse (2903 Columbia Pike; 
703 486-2345), on the corner of 
Columbia Pike and South Walter 
Reed Drive, screens second-run 
films and hosts live entertainers, 
sports viewings and beer- and 
wine -tastings in a slightly scruffy 
Art Deco building. 

MERRIFIELD 

This Fairfax County, Va., communi- 
ty near Falls Church City may soon 
transform from a place commuters 
pass through to a legit destination. 
The county and private develop- 
ers envision a pedestrian-friend- 
ly Merrifield Town Center with 
mixed-use condo buildings and 
big-name shops, all within a short 
walk of the Dunn Loring-Merri- 
field Metro station. The area sur- 
rounding the Metro station is also 
gaining retailers and residents. 
A new Marriott hotel and multi- 
story condos, like the two Halstead 
buildings on Prosperity Avenue, are 
already in use. 
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Many ofthe people who buytownhousesand condos in Merrifield can walktothe 
area’s Orange Line Metro station. A movie theater and shops are also nearby. 


Debra Talley, a Realtor with 
RE/MAX Preferred Properties, 
says Merrifield is ideal for buy- 
ers who want easy access to jobs, 
friends and nightlife in Washing- 
ton. “It’s not too far from D.C., yet 
it’s more affordable,” Talley says. 
Besides, Merrifielders might not 
depend on Washington much lon- 
ger. Once the area is more devel- 
oped, “it’ll be like its own little 
hub for social life,” Talley says. 
“You can be home from work, 
and go and enjoy meeting people 
in a coffeehouse or something 
like that.” 

LAY OF THE LAND : Merrifield is 
located to the west of 1-495 and 
south of 1-66. The Town Center 
site is approximately three-quar- 
ters of a mile south of the Dunn 
Loring-Merrifield Metro station, 
on Gallows Road.

HYATTSVILLE 

Though the words “Prince George’s 
County” and “art” aren’t always 
uttered in the same breath, this 
community may soon be able to 
rightfully call itself a cultural cen- 
ter. That’s because of the Gateway 
Arts District, which extends along 
Route l’s two miles, and through 
North Brentwood, Brentwood and 
Mount Rainier. Arts District devel- 
opers hope to foster a lively space 
for local artists by encouraging 
new construction and renovation 
of homes and businesses. 

The largest residential devel- 
opment project on Hyatt sville’s 
portion of the Gateway Arts Dis- 
trict is the 25 -acre Arts District 
Hyattsville, led by Bethesda- 
based EYA.

homes with a combo of rowhouses, 
live -work houses and condos. The 
first phase of construction (on the 
west side of Route 1), contains 119 
rowhouses and 13 live -work units 
and will be completed by 2008 or 
early 2009; 25 to 30 families have 
already moved into finished homes. 
The second phase, which will con- 
tain approximately 200 rowhous- 
es and 200 condo lofts on 18 acres 
east of Route 1, breaks ground this 
month. 

Though it’s still evolving, Arts 
District Hyatt sville is “definitely 
breathing new life into our com- 
mercial areas,” says Stuart Eisen- 
berg, the executive director of the 
Hyatt sville Community Develop- 
ment Corporation. A 16 -year resi- 
dent, Eisenberg believes that the 
new developments will uphold 
Hyattsville’s character as a “wel- 
coming community” and a refuge 
from Washington’s frenzied pace. 
“The folks who come here are not 


quite as wrapped up in the rat race 
of the D.C. political scene, but they 
like to nibble on the cheese a little 
bit,” he says. 

-» LAY OF THE LAND: Arts District 
Hyattsville sits on a quarter-mile 
of Route 1 between Madison and 
Jefferson streets. It’s bordered by 
43rd Street to the east and railroad 
tracks to the west. 

WHAT IT COSTS TO LIVE HERE: 

Prices for homes in Arts Dis- 
trict Hyattsville start in the low 
$ 200,000s for lofts, and rowhous- 
es range from the high $300, 000s 
to $60 0,00 Os. In greater Hyatts- 
ville, many condos are priced 
between the mid- $100, 000s and 
$300, 000s; many single-fam- 
ily homes and townhouses are 
priced between $300,000 and 
$500,000. 

-» GETTING AROUND: Two Metro 
stations are approximately a 
mile from Arts District Hyatts- 
ville: West Hyattsville and Prince 


George’s Plaza (Green Line). Bus 
routes pass through Hyattsville 
on their way to and from neigh- 
borhoods in Washington, Prince 
George’s County and Montgom- 


ery County. 

THINGS TO DO: Route 1 is cur- 
rently home to a number of indie 
businesses, and the Arts District 
Hyattsville plans to expand this 


funky mix. EYA hopes to attract 
retailers that will give the area more 
of an urban, artsy feel. “Our goal 
is to make it more eclectic, kind of 
like U Street,” says Aakash Thak- 
kar, EYA’s vice president of acqui- 
sition and development. Busboys 
and Poets cafe will open a loca- 
tion in the Arts District, likely by 
late 2009, across from the Lustine 
automobile showroom at 5710 Bal- 
timore Avenue (which EYA recently 
renovated to become a community 
center, complete with an art gallery 
and fitness center). 

Currently, locals in Hyattsville 
enjoy the restaurant/brewery/ 
general store Franklin’s (5121 
Baltimore Ave, 301-927-2740), 
where they can munch on burg- 
ers, sip microbrews like Bombshell 
Blonde and Anarchy Ale, or shop 
for knickknacks and penny candy. 
And across the street, yarn sup- 
ply shop A Tangled Skein (5200 
Baltimore Ave., 301-779-3399) 
provides everything from begin- 
ning crochet classes to high-end

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Should you live in 
D.C. or the ’burbs? 
Buyers on both 
sides weigh in 

Buy a condo in the city, and you’ll 
gain hipster friends, go to art muse- 
ums all the time, and automatically 
dress sharper, right? And doesn’t 
snatching up a suburban SFH mean 
you’ll automatically be awarded a 
minivan, 2.5 kids and an Eddie 
Bauer credit card? Nah, choosing 
whether to live in the rolling hills 
of Prince William County or bunk 
down in a loft in Shaw isn’t neces- 
sarily as cut and dried as all that. 

There are multiple things buy- 
ers figure when weighing whether 
to buy in the ’burbs or in the city. 
Think everything from regional 
tax laws and childhood memories 
to employment prospects and the 
affordability of real estate. Really, 
the list of factors folks consider as 


they purchase homes is as multi- 
faceted as they are. A potent stew 
of wishes and dreams — ideally 
tempered with a heaping helping 
of practicality — is simmering away 
during any house hunt. 

“Generally, the wife rules, par- 
ticularly in housing,” says Pat Sawh- 
ney, a Realtor with RE/MAX 100 
in Springfield. “The wife is gener- 
ally the one that makes the nest, 
and if she isn’t happy, the family 
isn’t happy.” 

Sawhney says that the other 
main factor for customers debat- 
ing whether to buy an urban or sub- 
urban home is, no surprise, what 
living in that new pad will mean 
for their commute. The farther her 
clients get from their workplace as 
they search for property, the more 
Sawhney counsels clients to watch 
where they dream of laying their 
heads. 

“Sometimes people have to rede- 
fine what is important to them, pos- 
sibly giving up [space in a house] 


in order to be closer in,” she says. 
“A lot of people have bought far- 
ther out and come to regret it. They 
find themselves wanting to move 
back in.” 

There was a time when Paul 
Herron, 39 — who makes his liv- 
ing renovating historic homes on 
Capitol Hill and bought his own 
century-old rowhouse there in 
2000 for $280,000 — had his 
heart set on a farm in Washing- 
ton County, Md. 

“I was single then, and I worried 
my social life would be really limit- 
ed” living so far out. “I Rollerbladed 
up to the Hill one day and thought, 
Wow, this is quaint.’ And then the 
lifestyle issues started kicking in: I 
don’t need a car, I can walk to work, 
I can reduce my stress by walking.” 
Married now with two small chil- 
dren and more committed to the 
city than ever, Herron’s rural fan- 
tasy is but a memory. 

A study ranking traffic conges- 
tion recently released by the Texas 


Transportation Institute said that 
the D.C. metropolitan region earned 
the dubious distinction of second 
place for worst rush-hour delays. 
Atlanta is tied with Washington, 
and only Los Angeles’ congestion 
was deemed heavier.

That’s cold comfort to Blair 
O’Connor. The Fairfax County 
resident, who with wife Kristin 
bought a home there in 2002 for 
$375,000, says his commute is the 
key downside in an otherwise ideal 
setup for him and his growing fam- 


ily: one toddler and a second child 
due this month. 

“We didn’t seriously look at 
houses in the District, because we 
thought it would be more difficult 
to find a house with a yard,” says 
O’Connor, 37, an attorney with a 
federal agency. Even with a com- 
mute of 60 to 90 minutes each way 
(“I hate it!” he groans), O’Connor 
says that the pluses — great neigh- 
bors, access to the community pool, 
and, yes, a nice yard — far outweigh 
the minuses. 

Thinking that they’d be close 
enough to the city to enjoy its cul- 
tural amenities yet far enough 
away to avoid most parking has- 
sles, Marty and Rick Summerour 
moved to “uncool at the time” 
Springfield 22 years ago. 

“We paid about $100,000 for a 
little rambler house with no garage 
and few amenities, as far as a mod- 
ern house goes,” says Marty, 59. “I 
suspect if we had this life to live 
over again, we would have tried to 
land somewhere in Maryland, like 
Takoma Park. But we like our loca- 
tion even now — we can run to D.C. 
to see museum exhibits or over to 
Bethesdato shop or eat dinner.” 

Even confirmed urbanites like 
Philip Baker and his partner, David 
Bender, who bought their Kalorama 
condo in 1995 for $307,000, see the 
’burbs’ appeal. 

“When your friends who live out 
there invite you out for the evening, 
you think, ‘Gee, it’s so beautiful and 
quiet and peaceful here,”’ says Baker, 
70, a retired school administrator 
who first lived in the city in 1957, 
moved to Stamford, Conn., then 
returned to Washington in 1986. 

That said, he insists he’d never 
sacrifice the easy access to “every- 
thing I love — opera, baseball 
games, theater, concerts. Add to 
that a very good restaurant scene 
and a fabulous public transportation 
system that actually takes you where 
you want to go. I think David might 
think about [living outside the city] 
more than I do, but the longer we 
live here, the less he yearns to live 
in the country,” Baker says. 

It often boils down to one part- 
ner convincing the other of the mer- 
its of buying in the city or in the 
suburbs. Joel Ranck, a 39 -year-old 
an employee of Children’s National 
Medical Center and a communica- 
tions consultant, bought a home in 
Brookland with wife Gisell in 2003 
for less than $300,000.

“When we met, I was living on 
Capitol Hill and she was living in 
Bethesda,” says Ranck, who now 
commutes to his job at Children’s 
Hospital on a Segway (“It costs me a 
nickel a day to run it,” he says) since 
his car bit the dust last year. 

“Living in the city is about walk- 
ing out of your house to grab a cup of 
coffee rather than getting in the car 
and doing it,” he says. “Everything 
looks like it’s supposed to be there, 
not manufactured.” Pressed to offer a 
downside to city living, Ranck notes 
that access to box stores like Sam’s 
Club or Costco requires a visit to the 
suburbs, and “it wasn’t that long ago 
that [D.C.] got a Home Depot.” 

Conveniences aside, Linda 
DeGraffenreid was motivated by 
other factors when she bought 
her home in Gaithersburg’s Relda 
Square development in 1985 for 


$98,000. She remembers she 
was impressed by how “safe and 
peaceful” Gaithersburg felt and 
how undeveloped it was then. 

Then a single parent of two 
young children, she “remembers 
thinking, ‘Can I afford to do this?”’ 
laughs DeGraffenreid, 59. But “my 
children had the run of the down- 
stairs, the school district was highly 
rated, and I joined the homeowners’ 
association board to meet more of 
my neighbors.” 

With her children now grown up 
and out on their own, DeGraffenreid, 
a business development specialist, 
is now “at the other end of the cycle 
— trying to find a condo that doesn’t 
have a ludicrous monthly fee.” 

Once again, family as well as 
finances guide the prospective 
buyer’s choices. 

“Both my sisters and my daugh- 
ter live in the area,” De Graffenre- 
id says, “and I want to stay close to

A property pro’s

Though there are lots of “Price 
Reduced” tags hanging from 
“For Sale” signs around town, D.C. 
remains one of the most expensive 
real estate markets in the U.S. The 
median price of a home in the area 
was $420,000 in 2006. So, is it 
possible to get property for a song 
here? We chatted with real estate 
expert Piper Nichole, author of 
the new “Buying a House on a 
Shoestring” ($15, Career Press), 
to find out. 

So, when first-time buyers start 
looking for a condo or a house, 
what are some of the hidden costs? 

Folks are floored by how much 
they have to put down. It’s impor- 
tant to work with a mortgage pro 
and find out what your down pay- 
ment and closing costs will be. I 
also think that condo fees can be 
surprising. 

Even in a housing downturn, D.C.’s 
an expensive housing market. 
What’s a first-time buyer to do? 

If you can’t afford a single -family 
home, consider other properties like 
townhouses and condos — they’ll 
be lower-priced. 

I hear you can get 40-year mort- 
gages to keep your monthly pay- 
ments lower. Is that a good idea? 

No, as a first-timer you don’t want 
that. You build equity too slowly, 
and it ends up being a liability. 
Those kind of mortgages also tend 
to have higher interest rates. 

With the market in flux right now, 
is it a good time to buy? 

Well, if you’re a buyer and the mar- 
ket’s going down, it’s a great thing. 
Real estate is very local. I think it 
depends on where you live. Ask a 
Realtor to give you an analysis, to 
get a realistic idea so you can tell

which homes are overpriced. 

Moving into a transitional ’hood 
seems like a way to save bucks. 

How can you tell the difference 
between an area that’s going to get 
better or one that might get worse? 
Real estate is honestly a gamble. All 
you have to go on is the city or coun- 
ty’s Web site of crime stats. Some- 
times there are lots of renovations 
going on, and you can check into 
future developments being planned. 
You may see a building that looks 
seedy, but you don’t know what’s 
planned. Maybe there’s going to 
be a great shopping mall across 
the street. But you have to go with 
your gut instinct. 

What about pitching in with a cou- 
ple friends to buy a place, sort of 
like a group house that you buy? 

I wouldn’t do that. It’s risking 
your financial future. It’s like 
when you watch people rent a 
home together. When people’s 
lives change, they move out. The 
only thing you risk in a group 
house is rent. But with owning, 
if that other person who you aren’t 
legally tied to decided they can’t 
pay the mortgage anymore, they 
drop out. Then both of your names 
are tied to the mortgage. You’ll be 
in a horrible financial situation.
